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How, When and Where a Policy is Payable 
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GEORGE GILBERT 
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As a rule, claims under policies of life insurance present no difficulties, 
and payment is made promptly whether the claimant is familiar with 
the procedure to be followed in filling out claim papers or not, par- 
ticularly if the policies have been placed or are being serviced by a 
competent and reliable insurance man. 


Yet there are certain requirements with which the claimant must com- 

ply and with which it is advisable to make himself acquainted, such 
for example, the time within which action must be brought 
against the insurance company in case of a disputed claim, or where 
the death of the insured is unknown to the claimant at the time it 
occurs 
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beneficiaries died first, but that pre 
sumption does not apply in the face 
of proof that either the insured or the 
beneficiary died first. Some com 
panies have what is called a “‘common 
disaster clause” in their policies under 
which, if the wife is the beneficiary,
